HAMPSTEAD  VOLUNTARY  FIRE-PROTECTIVE 
ASSOCIATION 


Formed  in  the  spring  of  193S  upon  the  strong  ex- 
pression of  approval  given  by  vote  of  the  people  in 
Town  Meeting,  your  Fire  Association  has  the  following 
aims  and  purposes  as  expressed  in  the  words  of  the, 
preamble  to  its  Constitution  duly  adopted  the  second 
Tuesday  in  May: 

"To  form  a  more  perfect  organization,  establish 
liarmony  of  action,  promote  the  best  interests  of  the 
Townspeople  in  protection  against  fire,  and  to  raise 
money  and  to  acquire  properties  of  any  sort  useful  or 
incidental  to  fire-protection,  and  to  own,  maintain  and 
operate  the  same  to  supplement  the  effectiveness  of 
that  property  which  the  Town  may  furnish  for  pur- 
poses of  fire-protection,  and  to  operate  in  accord  with 
the  Public  Statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  such 
apparatus  and  equipment  of  the  Town". 

Fire  is  a  hazard  that  is  no  respecter  of  persons;  it  can 
menace  the  life  and  property  of  any  of  us  at  any  time. 
Against  it  w^e  can  all  unite  in  our  common  need  for 
protection  regardless  of  our  other  interests  and  feelings. 
In  the  situation  in  which  the  Townspeople  know  their 
need  for  fire-protection  but  in  which  many  have  felt  the 
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cost  01:     adequate  equipment     beyond  our  means  this 
Association  undertakes  to  bridge  the  gap. 

By  voluntary  coniributions  of  services  and  money, 
together  with  such  amounts  of  money  as  the  Town  may 
see  fit  to  raise,  its  members  seeli  to  build  up  adequate 
organization  and  equipment  for  the  Tov\  n's  protection. 
This  is  no  small  undertaking;  its  acconiphshment  will, 
require  time,  paiience,  unselfish  cooperation,  and 
money. 

Membership  in  the  Association  is  open  to  every  per- 
son who  lives  in  Town  and  to  every  parson  who  owue? 
property  in  Town  but  resides  elsewhere,  and  honorary 
membership  is  open  to  anyone  else.  Annual  dues  of 
membership  are  one  dollar,  and  payment  of  the  dollar 
is  to  be  regarded  as  a  contribution  of  money  towards 
accomplishment  of  the  Association's  undertaking.  The 
Association  needs  your  membership  whether  or  not  you 
are  in  position  to  contribute  services;  it  needs  the 
money  represented  by  the  dues,  but  more  than  that  its 
workers  need  the  moral  strength  and  encouragement 
that  comes  from  knowing  that  you  are  with  them. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  Association  a  paid  member- 
ship of  more  than  one  hundred  is  recorded,  which  is 
probably  a  creditable  showing  although  far  short  of  the 
possibility.  It  is  hoped  that  with  Avider  publicity  and 
better  understanding  of  the  objects  and  purposes  its 
membership  will  be  greatly  increased  in  this  its  second 
year.  The  Association's  Secretary  or  other  representa- 
tive will  be  at  Town  Meeting  all  day  to  receive  dues  and 
enroll  new  members.  It  is  hoped  that  many  people  will 
express  their  sympathy  with  its  objects  by  volunteering 
their  enrollment  at  that  time,  and  their  enrollment  will 
be  welcome  even  without  the  dues  if  payment  is  incon- 
venient at  the  moment. 

The  Association  holds  regular  monthly  metings  the 
second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  8  o'clock  P.  M.  at  the 
Town  Hall.    Every  member  is  eligible  to  attend.     The 
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Fire  Engineers,  who  have  direct  charge  of  the  organized 
Department  and  of  all  apparatus,  and  all  members  of 
the  organized  Department,  are  members  of  the  Associ- 
ation, and  the  business  matters  handled  in  the  monthly 
meetings  are  or  may  be  divided  between  that  pertaining 
to  the  Association  and  that  of  the  organized  Depart- 
ment itself.  :Much  valuable  information  of  fire-preven- 
tion and  fire-protection  work  can  be  made  available 
to  members  who  will  attend  the  meetings;  a  cburse  of 
instruction  designed  for  the  organized  Department  but 
available  without  cost  to  any  other  member  is  under- 
way, thanks  to  (and  three  cheers  for!)  the  generous 
spirit  and  enthusiasm  of  Chief  Charles  French  and 
other- officers  Of  the  Manchester  Fire  Department,  and 
to  the  cooperation  of  the  Fire  Departments  of  Plaistow 
and  Kingston. 

The  present  apparatus  consists  of  Engine  1,  pur- 
chased by  your  appropriation  last  year,  is  ideal  for  the 
local  conditions  where  there  is  no  possibility  of  a  hyd- 
rant system  or  other  unlimited  supply  of  water  withim 
reach  of  most  of  our  buildings.  It  carries  over  two 
hundred  gallons  of  water  and  equipment  to  pump  very 
quickly  from  its  own  tank  or  from  any  well  or  water 
hole  within  reach;  it  can  play  as  many  as  four  econ- 
omical streams  of  water  simultaneously,  and  can  cope 
effectively  \\ith  most  any  fire  in  its  early  stages.  It 
is  equipped  with  five  hundred  feet  of  hose  but  has  a, 
hose-body  to  carry  at  least  a  thousand  feet  additional; 
this  additional  length  of  hose  is  no  doubt  the  most  im^ 
portant  immediate  need  of  the  Department  because  it 
would  bring  supplies  of  water  within  reach  of  many* 
buildings  that  are  beyond  reach  of  the  present  equips 
ment.  An  appropriation  wnll  probably  be  asked  at  this 
time  to  provide  all  or  part  of  that  needed  amount  of 
hose. 

A  Fire-Signal  system  is  needed;  the  Association  has 
had  this  problem  under  consideration  for  some  time, 
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has  a  committee  devoted  to  its  solution,  and  is  com- 
mitted to  the  provision  of  a  suitable  solution  without 
cost  to  the  Town. 

Water  supplies'  for  fire  protection  are  a  real  problem. 
The  Selectmen  have  secured  approval  for  a  W.  P.  A. 
Project  which  would  give  seven  or  eight  adequate  water 
holes  distributed  throughout  the  Town,  two  in  East 
Hampstead,  one  on  Central  Street,  one  on  East  Road, 
one  on  Emerson  Avenue,  one  on  Stage  Road,  one  at 
West  Hampstead  and  one  on  the  Plats  between  West 
Hampstead  and  the  Village.  This  Project  w^as  recalled 
in  the  State-wide  emergency  rising  out  of  the  Septem- 
ber hurricane,  but  these  water-holes  are  of  inestimable 
importance  to  local  fire-protection  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Project  is  not  lost  but  can  be  carried  through 
this  year. 

A  tank-truck  capable  of  quickly  picking  up  and 
transporting  a  thousand  gallons  of  water  from  a  water- 
hole  to  the  scene  of  a  fire  where  the  Engine  would  be 
located  could  prove  invaluable  in  many  cases  where  the 
water-hole  is  beyond  hose-distance.  Such  trucks  have 
demonstrated  their  efficiency  in  many  places  where  the 
water  supply  presents  problems  not  unlike  our  own. 
The  Association  has  tentative  plans  toward  providing 
such  a  unit  for  our  Department  without  cost  to  the 
Town. 

Another  j)iece  of  apparatus  which  could  prove  very* 
useful  to  the  Department  would  be  a  light-weight 
'knock-about"  engine  of  'homemade'  construction.  This 
would  carry  perhaps  a  hundred  gallons  of  water  and  a 
hundred  feet  of  rubber  hose,  with  means  of  throwing 
a  1/4"  of  water,  probably  by  air  pressure.  This  unit 
could  quickly  respond  to  still  alarms  such  as  chimney 
fires  and  often  save  taking  out  the  larger  Engine  1. 
It  could  carry  a  ladder,  hand  chemicals,  forest-fire 
equipment  and  be  capable  of  throwing  a  stream  of 
water  while  moving,  could  go  places  where  the  larger 


Engine  can  not  go.  Altogether  a  versatile  unit  for 
rough  use  which  would  represent  only  a  small  invest^ 
ment  of  money.  The  Association  has  tentative  plans 
toward  furnishing  such  a  unit  for  the  Department  with- 
out cost  to  the  Town. 

However,  before  it  is  reasonable  to  have  additional 
apparatus,  there  should  be  a  Fire  House  in  which  to 
keep  and  service  all  the  apparatus.  Other  New  Hamp- 
shire Towns  have  managed  to  provide  Fire  Houses! 
without  going  beyond  their  means  and  it  is  hoped  that 
there  can  be  found  some  way  by  which  Hampstead 
can  do  as  well.  Many  Association  members  have  ex- 
pressed their  readiness  to  contribute  labor  to  construct 
a  Fire  House,  but  the  Association  definitely  has  no 
means  of  furnishing  both  material  and  labor. 

Because  so  much  of  future  plans  and  possibilities 
depends  upon  a  Fire  House  it  doubtless  represents  tha 
largest  and  most  important  problem  in  Fire-Protection 
confronting  the  Town  and  the  Fire  Association.  If  real 
progress  can  be  made  towards  its  solution  this  year  the 
other  things  bid  fair  to  come  along  nicely  and  before 
many  years  Hampstead  will  have  equipment  and  or- 
ganization for  fire  prevention  and  fire  protection  that 
we  will  all  be  proud  of. 

And  all  of  this  will  be  reflected  as-  an  asset  by  in- 
creased property  values  and  the  fact  that  our  communi- 
ty will  be  a  more  desirable  place  in  which  to  live.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

At  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  the  voters  of  this  town, 
who  were  interested  enough  to  give  their  vote  and  sup- 
port for  a  Fire  Engine.  I  sincerely  believe  that  over  a 
period  of  years  it  will  be  an  asset    to  the  town. 

It  has  been  expressed  to  me  several  times  this  past 
year,  by  people  who  have  called  the  department,  that 
there  is  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  and  safety  in  knowing 
we  have  a  fire  engine  right  in  town. 

We  have  in  the  active  department  22  men  and  as 
many  substitutes.  Our  Fire  Association  has  rapidly  in- 
creased its  membership  and  now  has  over  100  members 
who  have  paid  their  dues  and  well  over  $100  in  the 
treasury. 

We  have  been  very  fortunate  this  past  yjear  in  not 
having  any  serious  fires.  We  have  been  called  out 
twelve  times  and  most  of  these  calls  were  chimney 
fires,  which  might  have  been  serious  without  the  proper 
equipment  to  extinguish  them.  Our  one  loss  was  ai 
camp  at  Island  Pond,  which  was  beyond  control  by  the 
time  the  alarm  was  given. 

Let  us  hope  our  property  damage  by  fire  will  be  no 
greater  in  the  years  to  come.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hampstead: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  present  my  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  Statistical  Report  is  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  30,  1938.  This  report  is  followed  by  the  reports 
of  the  Headmaster  of  the  High  School,  the  Music 
Supervisor  and  the  School  Nurse. 

There  has  been  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff 
since  my  last  report.  Miss  Augusta  Nichols,  after  serv- 
ing nine  years  as  headmaster  of  the  Hampstead  High 
School  resigned  her  position  in  January  to  accept  a 
position  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  at 
Manchester,  New  Hampshire.  Miss  Nichols  has  served 
the  High  School  in  an  outstanding  manner,  and  has 
added  very  materially  to  its  development.  Miss  C. 
Adelaide  Merriman,  a  training  teacher  at  Keene  Normal 
School,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Our  teachers 
are  encouraged  to  take  courses  in  education  either  dur- 
ing the  summer  or  during  the  school  year.    By  means 
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of  this  work  they  are  able  to  keep  abreast  of  modem 
thought  and  practice  in  school  matters.  Miss  Katherine 
Kearns  and  Miss  Irma  Hollingshead  attended  Plymouth 
Normal  School  last  summer.  The  retention  of  able 
and  experienced  teachers  for  a  period  of  years  is  a  val- 
uable asset  to  successful  schools  and  a  source  of  edu- 
cational economy  not  to  be  overlooked. 

The  enrollment  for  the  year  coverect  by  this  report 
was  194.  which  was  two  more  than  during  the  previa 
ous  year.  The  school  attendance  averaged  94.15%  of 
the  membership,  as  compared  with  the  state  average  of 
95.13%. 

There  were  eleven  boys  and  girls  graduated  from  the 
eighth  grade  last  June.  All  but  one  of  these  have  en-^ 
tered  a  high  school  this  year.  The  medal  given  each 
year  by  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  to  thd 
pupil  in  the  graduating  class  of  the  elementary  schools, 
who  has  best  exemplified  the  principles  of  good  citizen- 
ship, was  awarded  to  Avalon  L.  Crosby. 

The  report  presented  by  Miss  Merriman  contains 
detailed  information  about  the  Hampstead  High 
School.  The  fine  achievement  of  the  High  School  has 
continued.  This  is  shown  by  the  attitude  and  spirit  of 
the  student  body,  the  efficiency  of  the  teaching  staff, 
and  the  good  school  plant. 

Among  community  organizations,  the  Parent  Teach- 
er Association  continues  as  a  most  valuable  ally  of  the 
schools.  We  wish  again  to  express  our  appreciation 
for  help  and  interest. 

A  curriculum  in  Safety  Education  has  been  worked 
out  by  a  committee  of  New  Hampshire  educators  and 
made  available  to  each  school.  This  will  be  of  real 
lielp  to  our  teachers  in  making  education  for  safety 
more  effective.  Not  only  is  safety  on  the  highway 
stressed,  but  also  safety  in  the  home  and  on  the  play- 
ground. 
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A  16  mm.  Silent  Motion  Picture  Machine  was  pur- 
chased by  the  towns  of  our  Supervisory  Union  last 
spring  for  use  in  Visual  Education  in  th^  Schools.  Films 
that  deal  with  and  supplement  the  curriculum  of  the 
school  are  shown.  For  the  elementary  school  there 
are  available  without  cost  except  transportation,  films 
dealing  with  health,  safety,  geography,  history  and 
home  making.  Films  have  been  shown  on  Alaska, 
Brazil,  PhilUpine  Islands,  Denmark,  Siberia,  and  the 
Sahara  Desert;  as  well  as  on  Wheat,  Corn,  Oranges,  the 
Life  of  Lincoln,  and  of  Washington.  Motion  Pictures 
and  radio  are  rapidly  taking  a  place  in  the  school  room. 
Non-readers  often  learn  by  this  means  as  rapidly  asi 
good  readers.  Teachers  find  that  a  motion  picture  in 
history  or  geography  creates  a  desire  to  learn  morei 
about  the  subject.  Experlmentors  have  found  that  chil- 
dren learn  from  Motion  Pictures  three  or  four  times  as 
rapidly  as  by  reading  and  retain  it  longer. 

The  Metropolitan  Achievement  Tests  are  given  each 
year  in  Grades  1-6  inclusive.  The  Otis  Mental  Abihty 
tests  are  given  in  grade  four.  These  tests  help  in  check- 
ing school  progress.  They  also  show  the  need,  when  it 
exists,  of  additional  drill  in  some  subject.  Our  tests 
show  that  good  progress  is  being  made. 

Special  reports  from  the  various  rooms  are  here  in- 
cluded. 

An  outstanding  activity  in  Grades  one  and  two  was 
the  organizing  of  the  Wide  Awake  Bird  Club  and  Farm 
Project,  in  which  a  model  farm  was  planned  and  dem- 
onstrated on  the  sand  table  in  this  room.  The  develop- 
ment of  leadership,  self-control  and  alertness  was  re- 
alized by  these  projects,  and  by  the  dramatization  of 
stories  read  in  the  class. 

Leadership,  a  sense  of  responsibility,  and  a  love  of 
books  and  animals,  are  developed  in  the  third  and 
fourth  grade  clubs,  the  "Busy  Readers"  and  the  "Be 
Kind  to  Animals"  Clubs.     The  group  assumes  full  re-

sponsibility  of  the  meetings,  programs  and  equipment. 
The  merit  system  for  cleanliness  in  this  gi'oup  has  done 
much  to  improve  health  conditions.  Charts  are  kept, 
and  each  child  strives  for  a  health  award  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year. 

In  grades  five  and  six  a  book  club  has  been  formed 
to  further  the  pupil's  understanding  and  love  for  good 
books.  Safety  for  the  children  of  grades  one  and  two 
is  assured  by  a  boy  from  grade  five  or  six  guiding  them 
across  the  street  at  dismissal. 

During  National  Education  Week  in  November,  par- 
ents are  urged  to  visit  the  schools.  A  large  number  of 
parents,  especially  mothers,  avail  themselves  of  this! 
opportunity.  We  only  wish  that  parents  would  come 
more  often.  If  parent  and  teacher  are  to  work  together 
for  the  best  development  of  the  child,  it  is  very  neces- 
sary that  they  have  an  opportunity  to  meet. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
School  Board  for  their  generous  support  and  commend 
the  time  and  energy  they  have  so  generously  expended 
for  the  welfare  of  the  schools.  I  also  commend  the 
effective  and  loyal  work  of  the  teachers  in  guiding  then" 
pupils  forward  on  the  road  to  good  citizenship.

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To  the  Superintendent  and  School  Board: 

There  follows  the  annual  report  and  summary  of 
work  for  the  Hampstead  High  School: 

Having  come  to  Hampstead  so  recently  as  head- 
master, I  am  not  able  to  submit  the  full  report  that  is 
customary.  First,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  realize  my  good 
fortune  in  having  had  as  predecessor  one  who  laid  a 
splendid  foundation  and  whose  work  speaks  eloquent- 
ly for  itself.    The  High  School  must  go  on.  achieving. 

The  enrollment  for  the  present  year  totals  ninety,  of 
whom  twelve  are  seniors,  seventeen,  juniors,  ten,  soph- 
omores, fifteen,  freshmen,  with  one  special,  eighteen  in 
the  eighth  grade  and  thirteen  in  the  seventh.  During 
the  year  three  pupils  have  transferred  to  other  schools 
and  one  post-graduate  has  left  to  go  to  work.  The  per 
cent  of  attendance  is  especially  good  despite  the  pre- 
valence of  colds  in  the  winter  season.  The  number  of 
tardinesses  per  pupil  is  unusually  low.  Of  last  year's 
graduating  class  three  are  attending  higher  institutions 
of  learning. 

Every  bit  of  available  space  in  the  building  is  in 
use,  and  more  room  is  greatly  needed  both  for  greater- 
efficiency  in  doing  the  day's  work  and  for  storage  of 
books  and  materials.  Damage  done  to  the  roof  during 
the  hurricane  has  been  repaired.  The  building  is  well 
cared  for  by  the  janitor. 

The  program  of  studies  remains  essentially  the  same 
as  in  the  past.  We  are  offering  again  this  year  a  ten 
weeks'  course  in  Automobile  Driving  as  sponsored  by, 
the  State  Department,  and,  using  their  newly  published 
bulletin  as  a  basis,  we  are  giving  a  larger  place  to 
Safety  Education. 

Our  extra-curricular  activities  include  basketball, 
baseball,  and  track.  The  Athletic  Association  is  paying 
its  way  and  has  recently  purchased  much-needed  new 
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suits  for  the  boys'  team.    A  girls'  glee  club  is  at  work, 
under  the  direction  of  our    music     supervisor,     Mrs. 
Thompson. 

Among  our  social  activities  have  been  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  senior  play,  "Simple  Simon  Simple",  coach- 
ed by  Mr.  Cornwell,  and  the  operetta,  "Blow  Me  Down", 
directed  by  Mrs.  Thompson,  a  Stunt  Night,  the  One^ 
Act  Play  Contest  sponsored  by  the  J.  U.  O.  M.,  and  the 
annual  Christmas  party.  The  dancing  classes  held  by 
the  Parent-Teacher  Association  afford  our  pupils  much 
pleasure. 

Too,  we  are  very  grateful  to  the  P.  T.  A.  for  contin- 
uing the  furnishing  of  several  magazines  for  school 
use,  and  to  Mrs.  John  Sanbotn  who  has  made  available 
to  us  copies  of  "The  Christian  Science  Monitor". 

It  is  the  desire  of  those  associated  with  me  to  main- 
tain Hampstead  High  School  on  the  high  level  of  its 
past,  and  at  the  same  time  to  make  constant  advance- 
ment in  the  quality  of  the  service  it  renders  to  pupil 
and  community.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
our  appreciation  for  the  very  loyal  and  active  support 
of  superintendent,  school  board,  parents,  and  citizens.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  present  my  annual  report  as  Supenisor  of 
Music  in  the  Hampstead  Schools. 

The  work  in  music  is  being  continued  much  the  same 
as  in  former  years.  The  children  have  an  organized 
course  in  note  singing,  the  songs  are  written  within  the 
range  of  the  child's  voice  and  of  simple  rhythm.  The 
elements  of  musical  notation  are  taught  step  by  step; 
as  the  children  are  ready  for  a  problem  it  is  presented 
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to  the  eye  on  the  blackboard,  traming  the  ear  and  the 
eye  for  sight-reading. 

The  radio  and  victrola  are  used  for  the  teaching  of 
Musical  Appreciation.  An  outline  of  the  program  to  be 
presented  is  written  on  the  blackboard;  the  teacher 
tells  something  of  interest  about  the  selection  and  the 
composer,  before  the  children  listen  to  the  composi- 
tion. 

On  October  29th  the  students  of  Hampstead  High 
School  presented  the  operetta  "Blow  Me  Down,"  by 
Crane  and  Benedict.  The  boys  and  girls  did  excellent 
work  and  are  to  be  commended  for  their  fine  school 
spirit,  I  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  splendid  cooper- 
ation. 

For  your  continued  interest  and  support  and  that  of 
the  teachers,  I  am  most  grateful.
